loyal to the Republican party as they ever 
were, but—and that but always comes in— 
there is the further fact, that the colored 
vote as a political integer has been elimi- 


nated from politics in the South. In my 
opinion the Republicans cannot carry 
a single Southern State, unless there 


be a bare possibility in Virginia and Florida. 
In Louisiana we may carry a few Congres- 
sional districts, unless the Democrats have 
determined at all hazards and by open fraud 


to secure complete possession of the Lower 
House, in which case they will count us out. 
They have a Returning Board in every parish. 
The Democratic Governor appoints the Jury 
Police, these in turn appoint the commis- 
sioners or judges, and these appoint a Regis- 
trar, whose business it is to register just who 
are allowed .to vote. Thereis one case in 
Cadeau Parish witnessed by a wealthy plant- 
er named Ross Wilkinson. He says that he 
watched the polls and thatthe actual vote 
stood about 300 Republican and 75 Democratic. 
When the polls were closed the judges made 
a return which reversed the figures, and that 
return was final and not reversible by any 
higher power. No, we stand no chance 
whatever, and the negroes are only allowed 
to vote in cases where their votes can do the 
Democratic party no harm, The negro vote 
is eliminated from Southern politics, as I 
have said before.” 

In regard to the wonderful census returns 
reported from the South, the Senator in- 
stanced several northern parishes in Louis- 
iana, where hundreds of negroes had partici- 
pated in the exodus, and no whites or ne- 

oes had comein. Yet the census returns 

rom these very parishes show an in- 
crease of per cent in_ ten 


‘years. By thus securing the benefits of 


the pulation and by disfranchising 
the eclored people, the Senator claimed that 
one white man in the South outvoted three 


in the North. 
Senator Kellogg will remain here some 


time, but does not intend at present to take 

rt in the campaign, although he has a most 
forcible way of putting the story of the out- 
rages in the Southern States.

Nasuvitie, Tenn., Aug. 10.—The State 

Democratic Gubernatorial Convention met in 
the Capitol at noon to-day. Over 1,200 dele- 
gates were present, three-fourths of whom 
are State-Credit men. Fully 1,000 spectators 
occupied the galleries, anda deep degree of 
interest was manifested in the proceedings. 
The space in the hall was inadequate to seat 
the delegates, and many were compelied to 
stand up. 
- Col. George Washington, of Knox County, 
State Credit, and the Hon. D. L, Snodgrass, 
of White County, Low Tax, were nominated 
for Temporary Chairman, The roll of coun- 
ties being called Washington received 904 
votes and Snodgrass 202 votes, thus showing 
the relative strength of the two factions. 

Washington isall right so far as his atti- 
tude on the debt question is concerned, but 
he proved to be a peor Chairman. In his ad- 
dress delivered upon assuming the chair he 
said the party had reached acritical juncture 
in the affairs of the State. It had lately seemed, 
however, as if something like the spirit of 
discord had found lodgment in the ranks of 
the Democracy, but he believed, when prop- 
erly understood, it is far more apparent than 
real, much jess widely extended than many 
suppose. Nevertheless, it has not failed to 
dttract the attention of the keen, waichful 
enemy. 

His reference to repudiation as “that 
supreme, overshadowing, far-reaching, un- 
ending, exquisit calamity of calamities,” was 
redeived with deafening applause. : 

The Chairman closed by saying: “It is 
High time anything looking to the dishonor 
af the State be made forever disreputable, It 
is time the vexatious question be eliminated 
from polities, Every suggestion of honor, 
impulse, State pride, consideration of self- 
interest and party expediency imperiously 
demand it.

When Wilson County was called in the roll 
of counties in the selection of Chairman, the 
Chairman of the Low-Tax delegation voted 
for Snodgrass. The Chairman of the State- 

redit delegation from the same county chal- 
lenged the vote, claiming neither delegation 
had the right to exercise the privilege ef bal- 
lot until contest between them had been 
settied. The vote was withdrawn. De Kalb 
County, with two contesting delegations, 
also withdrew her vote. 

At the afternoon session the Hon. James 
Db. Tillman, of Lincoln County, State-Credit 
man, was elected Permanent Chairman viva 
yoce, thus scoring another victory for the

HOPS IN NEW YORK.

INTERNAL COMMERCE. 

The internal commerce of this country vastly 
exceeds in magitude its foreign commerce. The 
commeree upon railroads alone is about twenty 
times as great as our foreign commerce. About 
# per cent of our internal commerce now finds 
the meags of transportation ou railroads. 

COMMERCB ON BAILROADS. 

The only means of measuring the relative mag- 
nitude of the internal commerce of the South- 
ern States is by the number of freight-cars em- 
peyes. This affordsa pretty correct basis of 
estimate upon thesubject. According to Poor's 
Railroad Manual for 1879—an accredited au- 
thority—the total’ numberof the ftreight-cars 
employed onthe railroads of the United States 
was 425.015, of which number 31,248 cars, or 
7 4-10 per cent, were employed on railroads in 
the Southern States referred to. 

TONNAGE OF VESSELS. 

The total tonnage of vessela employed in the 
interval commerce of the United States, or water 
lines of transportatio&, including the coastwise 
trade on the ocean and inland, on rivers and 
the great lakes, amounted during the year ended 
= 80, 1870, to 2,678,067 tons, of which 242.548 

ons or ¥ per cent was owned in the Southern 
States mentioned. 
FOREIGN COMMERCE—EXPORTS. 

The records of the Bureau of Statistics show 
the total vaine of the exports of merchandise 
from the United States during the year ended 
June 30, 1530, amounted to $835,633,595,and that the 
value of the exports from ports south of the Po- 
tomac River amounted to $188,629,717, or 22.57 per 
cent of the total exports of merchandise from 
the United States. the totalexports those of 
cotton amounted to $158, 184,526, or 34 per cent of 
the total exports of the Southern States. The 
cotton shipped to Northern States, as well as 
exported from the South to foreign countries, 
appears to be moved chiefly by Northemn capi- 
tal. Itis stated by the Secretary of the New 
York Cotton Exchange that “ avery small per- 
centage of the crop is moved by Southern ca 
ital, and that ali that is taken North is controlled 
by Northern capital, while that exported to for- 

igm countries is controlled cither by foreign or

THE CAUSE OF INTERNAL COMMERCE. 

In his seventeenth inquiry Mr. McPherson asks 
for the relative magnitude of the west and east 
trade current over railroads north of the Ohio, 
and of the commerce of the Mississippi River. 
In answer to this question I submit follow- 
ing: The great trunk lines of railway extend- 
ing west from Boston, New York, Phi solpal a, 
and Baltimore, now constitute . pre 
ehannels of the internal commercé of this coun- 
try. Over each one of these trunk lines there 
flowsa ecommerce much gafrer and more re- 
markable than that which ever flonted on the 
Mississippi River. flows in upon 
these trunk lines om subordinate and trib- 
u lines from the north, from the 
south, andj from the west. The tonnage 
of merchandise — east across the Missis- 
sippi River over railroad-pridges north of St. 
Louis is twelve times as at as the ogmage 
shi down the river to that city. At St. 
Louis the eastward movement of commerce 
now largely exceeds the southward movement. 
Twenty-five years ago the commerce of St.

CHANGE IN THE COURSE OF TRADE. 

In his eighteenth inquiry Mr. McPherson asks 
for a brief statement as to the change in the 
course of the commerce éescribed on pages 46 to 
96 of my last report on the internal commerce of 
the United States. In auswer to this question [ 
submit the following: An important change 
bas, within a few years, taken place in the 
co of the commerce of the eires d parts 
of States situated south of the ver and 
suuth of the State of Missouri, viz.: Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Western Georgia, Alabama. Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana, Texas, and Arkansas. Twen- 
ty-five years ago the chief commercial entre- 

ots of the States mentioned were Mobile, 
New Orleans, and Galveston: but this trace is 
dominated by the Cities of Cincinnati, Louis- 
ville, and St. Louis. The commercial front of 
these States has been changed from the 
shores of the Gulf of Mexico to the shores of 
this great east and west current of trade over 
railroads. The aggregate population of the 
three interior cities is nearly three times as 
great as the aggregate population of the three 
Gulf cities. Cincinnati, Louisville, and St. Louis 
have secured almost the trade of the States re- 


ferred to with respect to the sale of breadstuffs 


and provisions, dry goods, groceries, hats 
caps, clothing, ang manufactured goods of 
every description. In return there is being 
shipped to those cities a age proportion 
of the surplus products the South, 
During the present cotton year 1,000,000 bales 
of cotton have been shipped overland by rail, 
the greater part passing through those cities,

INDIAN CAMPAIGN. 


Gen, Grierson’s Becent Colltsions with 
the Untamed Savages. 

Denver, Colo,, Aug. 10.—The Tribune’s 
Santa Fé special contains the following news 
from the Indian campaign: 

Gen. Grierson reports that while guarding 
the passes east of Van Horn’s Well, and 
scouting towards the Rio Grande to prevent 
the Indians passing eastward toward the set 
tlements, they escaped, slipping thraugh and 
going nerth on the eve of the 4th inst. 
Grierson got his foree in’ readiness 

moved to the northwest, keeping 
a range of mountains between 1im 
and the Indians, thus conceal his move- 
ments. He left camp south of Van Horn’s 
at 3a.m.on the morning of the 5th, and ar- 
rived at ‘Rattlesyake Springs at 12 that 
night, marching ty-five miles in twenty- 
one hours. Arriving there, he found him- 
self in advance of the Indians, 

At 2p, m, on the 6th the Indians were ob- 
served moving towards the Springs. The 
troops of the Tenth Cavalry, Capt, Vielle 
commanding Company 1 and Lieut. Ayers 
Company G, held their fire until 
it was thought we Indians would 
approach no nearer, They then fired by vol- 
ley, creating great confusion and general 
scattering amon ws X Indians. From the 
high mountain the ndians ceived the 
smallness of the foree op _to them, and 
advanced to the attack, trying to work their 
way to water.. At this moment Companies 
H and B, of the Ninth Cavalry, under Capt. 
Carpenter and Lieut. Jones, made their ap- 
pearance, and hostilities were again recom- 
menced, After firing a volley y fled to 
the mountains.

Gilman and a company of the Twenty-fourth 
Infantry appeared about eight miles south- 
east coming around a point of the mountains.

The 
presentment says that the jurors believe 
that the dccident was due to the criminal 
earelesness and negligence of certain Gov- 
ernment officialg and the officers and owners 
of the vessel. Attached were indictments 
against Austin Jayne and Andrew Craft, in- 
spectors of lifeboats, rafts, life-pre- 
servers, etc.; against John K. Mat 
thews and Alexander Cauldwell, in- 
spectors of — boilers and. machinery 
of steam vessels; against Charles P. Smith, 
Captain and Master of the Seawanhaka, and 
Edgar Weeks, the engineer of that vessel; 
and against Benjamin ©. Kirk, S. L. M. 
Barlow, Stephen Tabor, James Udall, Ed- 
ward Morgan, Silas Mott, and Stephen H, 
Townsend, the Directors and owners of the 
Seawanhaka. The offense eharged against 
these parties is manslaughter. Assistant 
District-Attorney Fiero moved that bench 
warrants be issued on the several indict- 
ments presented, to which his Honor gave 
his consent. He also moved that certified 
copies of this presentment be forwarded to

TEXAS PACIFIC. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 10.—Theannual 
meeting of the Texas Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany occurred here to-day. . Prominent 
among those participating in the proceedings 
are Jay Gould, G. M. Dodge, President of the 
California and Texas Railroad Construction 
Company, now engaged in building the Tex- 
as Pacific; Russell Sage, Frederick L. Ames, 
of Boston; and Col. Thomas A. Scott.

$456,054 ; freizht receipts, $2,053,018. Agains 
the net receipts there are charged 
$732,740 for interest on the bonded debt 
and for the _ sinking-fund, leavi a 
surplus of $812,963, to which is added - 
213, the difference between the balance of the 
income account and taxes on lands and inter- 
est on old land-grant bonds. ‘Total surplus, 
$343, 176; assets outside of railway property 
and lands and current liabilities, 916; 
total liabilities, $470,408; excess of assets 
over liabilities, $420,507.

THE EAST-BOUND POOL. 

The slowness of the trunk-line arbitrators

very unsatisfactorily at present, and'charges 
of bad faith are heard on all sides. It is 
feared that if the award is net made soon an 
open rupture may take place.

treated fairly by the other lines, and that it 
does not get the livestock business 
agreed -upon at the Chicago meeting. 
On the other ‘hand,- it is claimed 
that the’ Grand Trunk jis not living 
up to the regular rates and that 
this accounts for the heavy grain business it 
has been doing lately. The great trouble 
with the lines leading east from Chicago, 
however, is the fact that they are doing a 
rather light business just now. Always 
when business is light thefe are charges of 
bad faith, and probably justly so. When 
business is heavy, and the roads have their 
hands full, they have no inducement to cut 
rates, but when traffic is light the roads that 
are behind in their percentages will natur- 
ally use all means they can to catch up. 


INJUNCTION DISSOLVED.

Tt is a drama shortly enacted, but full of 
change.

Thereisa 
quick rush through the room, then the faint

InDICTMENTs for manslaughter were re- 
turned against the Captain and Engineer, the 
Directors, and owners of ‘be steamer Seawan- 
haka, recently destroyed by fire off Long Island, 
by the United States Grand Jury for the New 
York District Court yesterday; also against two 
Government steamboat inspectors, and two 
Government inspectors of boiler machinery. 
The jury charges that the officers of the lost 
steamer were utterly lacking in the qualifica- 
tions necessary té capable officers, and that the 
Government inspectors were guilty of gross and 
criminal negligence in awarding them certifi- 
cates. The Directors and owners have been in- 
dicted because the boat was not provided with 
the necessary life-saving apparatus, and because 
they had not exercised due diligence in provid- 
ing for the safety and comfort of passengers in 
accordance with the statutes. The general sys- 
tem of steamboat and boiler inepection is un- 
sparingly condemned, and copies of the indict- 
ment and recommendations have been for- 
warded to President Hayes, Attorney-General 
Devens, and the Senate and House of Kepre- 
sentatives. 


JUDGE DAVID DAVIS’ LETTES. 

Judge David Davis has written a letter in 
which he states that, while the training and 
habits of his life naturally lead him to prefer 
civilians to soldiers for great civic trusts, he 
has no hesitation in supporting Hancock, 
** because his election will put an end to sec- 
tional strife and sectional parties.” 

It will be difficult for any intelligent mind 
to discover the reasoning by which this con- 
clusion is reached. In the first place, Gen. 
Hancock has been a soldier all hilife: was 
educated as a soldier, and has never had any 
experience as a civilian in publicaffairs. On 
the other hand, Gen. Garfield has been, since 
he entered public life twenty years ago, 
directly and actively engaged in civil duties, 
Except for the two years he served in the 
army, he has served his country in Congress, 
and that during the most important and 
momentous period of the history of Ameri- 
can legislation. Gen. Garfield is not merely 
a civilian statesman, but a man of a7 expe- 
rience in the political history of the Govern- 
ment, an able lawyer, an accomplished 
scholar, and an vrator of rare ability, He 
unites al] the requisits which go to make up 
a practical. experienced, and thorough 
statesman. 

What is it, then, that induces Judge Davis 
to réject the training and habits of a life 
time which teach him to prefer a civilian to 
a soldier for a great civil trust? Whzy is it 
that he turns aside from the accomplished 
civilian, and prefers the solely military 
man for the great civil trust? He states 
that the election of Hancock will put 
an end to sectional strife and sectional par- 
ties. In this he assumes that the country is 
now afflicted with sectional strife and sec- 
tional parties, and it follows that he assumes 
that if Garfield be elected then this sectional 
strife will be continued. What is the char- 
acter of the sectional strife now prevailing in 
the country? Is it not confined exclusively 
to the forcible union of all the late slave- 
holding States into what‘is called the “Solid 
South,” the purpose of which Solid South is 
by the political force thus acquired in both 
branches of Congress to control and diréct 
the National Government? Never in the his- 
tory of American politics has there been un- 
til now such an organization known as the 
formal consolidation of the people of any 
section for the purpose of governing 


and controlling the National Government. 


Not even in the very hour of actual 
war for the preservation of the National 
Union, when there was an army of hdif a 
million of soldiers under the immediate 
command of the Government, was it possible 
to make a “Solid North.” The sectional 
strife in this country has always been begun 
and waged by the minority of the country, 
located in the only part of the country which 
has ever been justly called a “ section ”’; this 
strife having for its purpose the supremacy 
of the minority over the majority. The fail- 
ure of that minority to obtain possession of 
the Government in 1860 was followed by sec- 
tional strife which cost the American people 
half a million of lives and six thousand mill- 
ions of dollars. 

That sectional strife was only terminated 
by the utter weakness and exhaustion of the 
Solid South, and when it was unable to fire 
another gun or strike another blow. True 
to its unbroken policy, the American people 
outside of the “section” magnanimous- 
ly granted peace, a restoration of all civil 
and political rights, and a general reéstablish- 
ment of former relations. There had been 
changes wrought bythe War which were 
inevitable; there had been political 
changes which were natural consequences 
of protractedavar, but there was no change 
of law or Constitution; no removal of polit- 
ical rights or liberties; no change of the 
universal equality of the people of all parts 
of the land; ne changes of any kind which 
were not as applicable to and enforced upon 


the people of every part—State, county, and. 


Village in the country—alike. So far as the 
law and Constitution were concerned, the 
people of the section known as the Solid 
South stahd to-day, as they stood before the 
War, on an exact and perfect political 
equality with those of all other parts of the 
country. 

The sectional strife and sectional party, 
however, have been unappeased. The Solid 
South refuses to be satisfied with the polit- 
pth ge Bn shares with the rest of the 
country. dissatisfied; it wants distinct 
recognition as a “section”; it asserts ite in- 
dependence, and as a section makes demands 


: 


. 
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which the rest of the country does not make 
and refuses to consent to. In order to 
make its demands more emphatic and to 
prevent any division of action, no second 
party is tolerated in the Solid South. 
Outside .of the border’ States—those 
which took no formal part in the 
Rebellion—no second party is permitted 
and a very large portion, and in some 
States a majority, of the people are not per- 
mitted te vote. Judge Davis can hardly jus- 
tify the assertion that there are sectional par- 
ties at the South, because only one party is 
allowed to exist there, to vote, to hold office, 
or be represented in any branch of the Gov- 
ernment. If there be any sectional party it 
is the “ Solid South” and its partisans at the 
North, for these alone are making demands 
as a section, and the demands are supported 
by the party of which Hancock is the candi- 
date, 


How will Gen. Hancock’s election put an 
end to sectional strife? Will he break up 
the Solid South? Will he compel the Solid 
South to recognize and protect the rights of 
the million and more of now forcibly disftran- 
chised citizens to vote, to hold office, and to 
be represented ? On the contrary, is not his 
election sought by this Solid South on the 
express and deelared understanding that he 
will permit no interference by the National 
Government to enforce the rizht of suffrage 
within the borders of the Solid South ? 

Can it be that the training and habits of a 
man who has been on the Judicial Bench for 
thirty years lead him to prefer a solely mili- 
tary man to a civilian because the former 
will crush out any effort at the Solid South 
on the part of the now disfranchised popula, 
tion to exercise the rights guaranteed to them 
by the Constitution and the laws ? 

Judge Davis, in speaking of. Hancock’s 
Order No. 40, declares that “ the man who, in 
the midst of the excitements of that stormy 
period (1867), was cool enough to see his 
duty clearly and courageous enough to exe- 
cute it firmly may be trusted in any crisis,” 
Gen. Garfield, long before Hancock’s Order 
No, 40 was heard of, volunteered his serv- 
ices to bring before the Supreme Court of the 
United States the case of Milligan, of Indi. 
ana, who was under sentence of death for 
treason, and argued to tliat Court that that 
sentence be set aside because the conviction 
was had before a military court sitting ina 
State where the civil courts were in the full 
exercise of their authority. ) 

Gen. Garfield was a soldier; he was con- 
spicuous as a Republican member of Con- 
gress; and he was the representative of the 
most intense Republican district in the 
United States; Milligan had been convicted 
when war was raging; never was there a 
more bitter feeling existing; the man’s guilt 
was unquestioned, and his execution was ve- 
hemently demanded. At that time Garfield 
volunteered to deny the validity of his trial 


by a military court even in time of war; he 


had the courage to brave the excitement and 
bitterness of that time, and to defend this 
man Milligan against the general outcry for 
his execution. Judge Davis heard that case 
argued by Mr. Garfield, and he knows per- 
sonally, as he now declares, tlat the “man 
whoin the midst of the excitements of that 
stommy period was cool enough to see his 
duty clearly, and courageous enough to exe 
cute it firmly, may be trusted in any crisis.” 
Hancock’s declaration was in a time of peace, 
three years after the War; Gartield’s deciara- 
tion was that a military court, even in time 
of war, had no authority to usurp the func- 
tions of the civil courts in the State of Indi- 
ana. That Garfield isa man able at all times 
to see his duty clearly, and courageous 
enough to execute it firmly, and therefore 
one who may be trusted in any crisis, is 
clearly established by his entire reccrd, and 
conspicuously so in that Milligan case, of 
which Judge Davis was personally cognizant. 


ABOUT PROFANITY. 

Democrats who know Gen. Hancock inti- 
mately say that he will not deign to repiy to 
the charge preferred by many common vol- 
unteer soldiers who served under him in the 
late War that he was habitually brutal and 
profane. Why? Isittrue? Or does Gen. 
Hancock regard it as beneath his dignity to 
notice the common soldiers of the Republic ? 
Or does he regard the mode of address he 
used to Lieut. Langridge—“ A G—d d—d 
pretty officer you are to allow your men to 
call ‘ Water!’ when the commanding General 
rides round in review ’—as the proper mode 
of address to a subordinate officer? Or does 
he “ swear like a pirate ”’ to and at everybody 
regardless of rank and station? What -:is 
Gen. Hancotk’s deportment on Governor’s 
Island? Is he in the habit of addressing ‘‘ the 
otficer of the day ”’ who happens to touch his 
cap on the wrong side in the choice language 
he used to Lieut. Langridge, “ A G—d d—d 
pretty officer you are to touch your cap 
on the wrong side when you salute the 
commanding Generalon his way to break- 
fast” ? When Gen. Hancock’s dinner is badly 
cooked or his eggs are a trifle stale, is he ia 
tife habit of getting in a passion and declar- 
ing “ By G—d, I'll punish the whole d—d 
garrison’? At dinner does Gen. Hancock G—d 
d—n the unfortunate blue-coated waiter who 
happens to break one of Uncle Sam’s plates ? 
Does he insist that the garrison shal! drink 
the soapsuds from the laundry and the bath- 
house or go without water, and witha blas- 
phemous oath order every man who refuses 
to comply under arrest? Lieut. Langridge 
asserts that Gen. Hancock “ rarely addressed 
a volunteer soldier without profanity,” and 
aS a specification to this charge gives the 
details of several instances of gross swear- 
ing, and gives them from notes takenon the 
spot. 

In the absence of any denial on the part of 
Gen. Hancock or on the part of his friends in 
his behalf, it must be assumed that there is 
much truth iv the charge that his treatment 
of his subordinates is characterized by bru- 
tality and profanity. How, then, has Gen. 
Hancock gained the reputation of being a 
gentleman ? Doubtiess through the habit of 
courtesy to equals and sycophancy to 
superiors, The man who bullies his in- 
feriors usually cringes to his superiors in 
station. There are, then, two sides to Gen. 
Hiancock’s character. The one side exhibits 
him in the attitude of the superb gentleman; 
by the other side he is presented as a coarse, 
vulgar trooper, hurling blasphemous oaths 
and imprecations at the heads of his subordi- 
nate officers and imposing brutal penalties 
upon the common soldiery. It concerns the 
public to see and study both sides of this 
character, [t is not a phenomenal 
character. On the contrary, it is common 
enough in everyday life to encounter men 
possessing utterly incongruous elements’ of 
character. We characterize them as “ badly 
balanced.” If they start right they succeed, 
but if they swerve from their appointed 
“rut” they fail, and perhaps disgrace them- 
selves and betray their friends. 

In the event of Gen, Hancock’s election to 
the Presidency will he carry his dual charac- 
ter into the Executive Office? Probably. It 
is hard to teach old dogs new tricks. If 
Gen. Haneoék has been smiling upon his 
equals and fawning upon his superiors, and 
cursing and swearing at his assumed inferiors 
and subordinates ail his life, he cannot 
reasonably be expected to change his habits 
when he gets into the White House. Itisa 
long time since we have had a profane Pres- 
ident. Gen. Jackson was a coarse-grained 
man, but he was a great man intellectually, 
which Gen. Hancock is not, and his profan- 
ity. was notof the low, vile type of that 
now so generally charged upon Geu. 


of ordinary language on ordinary occa- 
sions, and only in an emergency— 
Calhoun’s threat of nuflification—resorted 
to his great oath—“*By the Eternal !’’—to 
emphasize his expressed determination to 
hang the audacious traitor who should assail 
the Union of these States. What a contrast 
is presented by the occcasion of this oath 
and the oath itself to the occasion of, and the 
coarse profanity of, Gen. Haneock. His sol- 
diers—soldiers voluntarily fighting for the 
Union—not having quenched their thirst for 
hours of a long and weary march, cried 
“Water! **Water!” whereupon Gen. Han- 
cock rode up to the Lieutenant in command 
and exclaimed:

In the event of Gen. Hancock’s election to 
the Presidency he will have neither equals 
nor superiors in position. Will he adopt, en- 
tirely, his field and camp manners? Will he 
curse his Cabinet Ministers when they hap- 
pen to disagree with him? Will he swear at 
Gen. Sherman and Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan, in- 
terlard his instructions.to representatives 
at foreign Courts with oaths, and at State 
dinners d—n the eyes of the White House 
butler in the presence of the world’s Plenl- 
potentiaries? Why not? Lieut. Langridge 
at Yorktown was entitled to be treated with 
the courtesy of a gentleman, but he was 
overwhelmed: with coarse, vituperative 
curses. If it be true that Gen. Hancock said 
what Lieut. Langridge says he said, he 
(Hancock) was not.a gentleman in 1862; he 
lacked the instincts of a gentleman, and 
played the role of a tyrant and bully, and 
played it with all the vulgar coarseness of 
which it was susceptible.

The Cofhmunists, while they profess to 
bajtle for principle, seem to.be governed en- 
tirely by passion. They proceed upon the 
theory that all changes, whichethey call 
“ reforms,” must be worked out by force,— 
not organized force under the law, not the 
force of public opinion properly expressed, 
not the force of the majority marshaled at 
the ballot-box, but the force of menace, in- 
timidation, and, if necessary, violenee. The 
Communistic demonstration against the Com- 
mon Council went to the extent of intimida- 
tion; any firebrand would probably have 
sufficed to produce an explosion which might 
have led to disaster. The Communists are 
characteristically, and almost universally, 
reckless as to such a result. They are never 
restrained by any of the material interests of 
law and order, because they either deny pri- 
vate rights in property, or at best evince a 
thorough contempt for such rights. Conse- 
quently everything in the nature of a pop- 
ular demonstration under Communist 
ic auspices is more or less alarm- 
ing. In proceeding to the City-Hall 
in a body, the Communists of the Fourteenth 
Ward, probably reinforced by Communists 
from other parts of the city, counted upon 
this apprehension. If the rain had not come 
in such torrents as to disperse the crowd 
something might have happened to show in 
this case, as has been shown in other cases, 
that this apprehension is well founded. 

There is no excuse for organized intimida- 
tion of the lawful authorities at any time, 
but in this case not even a provocation. The 
Communists allege that frauds were commit- 
ted in the Fourteenth Ward election, and 
that Stauber received a majority over Mc- 
Grath. Even if it be admitted that all this is 
true (though it has by no means been demon- 
strated), the proper lawful means has already 
been instituted to seeure Stauber’s rights. 
In the meantime the Council has proceeded 
in the manner directed by law, and 
is thus entitled to absolute protection 
from threats and show of violence. 
The case came . before them in the 
shape of duly authenticated returns, which 
showed that McGrath and not Stauber had 
received a majority of the votes polied, The 
Council’s duty, under the circumstances, was 
to seat McGrath as prima facie entitled to 
the place and as a basis for a fair and intel- 
ligent consideratian of the merits of the case. 
Had they proceeded summarily to set aside 
the returns, without evidence and simply be- 
cause they-could do so, it would have been 
an assumption of power that might be ex- 
cessively dangerous at any time. It was not 
within the scope of the Council’s authority 
to keep the seat vacant until the contest 
could be decided, for the law provides that 
an A@lderman shall hold over till hissuecessor 
shall have qualified. On the face of the re- 
turns McGrath was entitled to the seat, and 
it would have been manifestly unjust to 
ignore the election altogether, and permit 
Stauber to retain the place in de- 
fiance of the returns, just because 
he had been elected two years before 
when the issue of the late election was not 
in anybody’s mind. The Council, being thus 
compelled to choose between theetwo con- 
testants, pending an investigation of the 
merits of the contest, was compelled in all 
fairness to seat McGrath, whom the returns 
show to have been elected, in preference to 
Stauber, whom the returns show not to have 
been elected. This temporary disposal of 
the case affords Stauber the opportunity of 
exposing Rs | frauds, if there were frauds, 
and mak good his claim; indeed, he has 
already instituted measures to thatend. All 
that has been done so far has been in strict 
accordance with the law and with the equi- 
ties of the case, and there has been nothing 
to provoke intimidation. 

The purpose to bully the Council was so 
apparent that it will be useless to deny it. 
If there were no such purpose, why was not 
the written protest presented by the Com- 
mittee appointed for that purpose, instead of 
a hewling mob of 500 or 600 men? Why did 
their spokesman lay so much stress upon 
bowie-knives and pistols as possible agents 
in local elections? Why were transparen- 
cies used to light up incendiary mottoes? 
‘“* To the gallows with the treasonable villains 
who defrauded the ballot-box;’ was the sen- 
timent of one of these transparencies, 
though the gallows is not the law- 
ful punishment for ballot-box frauds. 
“Send Malone, Gibbs, and Walsh to the 
Penitentiary,” was another transparency 
demand; but the demand was made upon a 
body that has no authority to send any per- 
son to the Penitentiary. Another motto 
called for ‘** Penitentiary suits for Cullerton, 
Dixon, Schmidt, and Burley,” though it 
has not appeared that these Aldermen have 
done anything, in the present case at least, 
that constitutes a Penitentiary offense.

This idea is original, 
but not with Edison. Prof. Siemens, of Berlin, 
exhibited last winter an electrical railroad in 
operation, of which Edisun’s isa copy. Siemens 
is still running his road in Berlin and arra 
to run street-railways on ting plan. He has also 
in operation miniature epgines running oD a 
track, in iron tubes supporved on pres, carrymg 
the mail between the main branch post- 
offices. The economy of the system is not yet 
determined, but the credit of conception and 
execution belongs to Prof. Siemens, of Berlin, 
not to Edison. | 

Prof. Sawyer, the electrician, writes to the 
New York Herald on the same subject: * From 
certain causes, some explainable and others not, 
electric engines deteriorate more rapidly than 
other motors.” It has pot for years been sup- 
posed that electricity could be utilized except 
for carrying light articles, and it is more than 
doubtful now whether even this can be done. 
For not only do the engines deteriorate rapidly, 
but their first cost is two to one more than that 
of steam-engines for equal power, and the wast- 
age of power is four times greater. It is com- 
puted that the best steam-engines, after a little 
use, develop but 10 per cent (and many less) of 
the 12,000,000-foot pounds of eriergy in a pound 
of coal. The best electric engine, supplied with 
electricity from the best generator of electrici- 
ty, driven by the best steam-engine, will fail to 
develop more than 2% per cent of the energy 
stored up in a pound of coal.

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FURIOUS FLAMES. 


Destructive Conflagration Among 
Lumber Piles at Hunter’s 
Point, N. Y. 


Several Small Vessels and Much 


Property Ashore De- 
stroyed. 


The Loss Estimated to Be Fully a Half 
Million Dollars, 


NEW YORK, 

New Yorn, Aug. 10.—This morning the 
hull of the burning vessel Nictaux, still 
ablaze, floated against the pier occupied by 
the American Export Lumber Company, at 
Hunter’s Point. The premises oceupred by 
the Company occupy beth sides of Newtown 
Creek, At the time the Nictaux came in 
contact with the plier they were unload- 
ing: there a large number of vessels. 
The fire immediately communicated to the 
lumber-yard and spread in every direction 
with lightning rapidity. From the lumber- 
yard the fire spread to the vessels, and, not- 
withstandiny the efforts made by several tugs 
which hastened: to their assistance, six 
barges, one schooner, and one ship were 
soon in flames. Over ten acres of fire are 
now raging wildly, and it appears beyond 
the control of the firemen. Several burning 
vessels were towed into the river, and have 
drifted with the tide toward Blackwell’s 
Island, enveloped ina sheet of flame. The 
fire is spreading in every direction, and no 
estimate can be formed as to its probable ex- 
tent, 
. THE SCENE : 
from the river is one of indescribable gran- 

eur, the flames rising in every direction and 
devouring everything in their path. 

The Hvening Post says: “ The stock of the 
Export Lumber Company, mostly Canada 
pine, was valued at $500,000, About half of 
it is already destroyed. Fully insured; 
about $100,000 of the insurance of the 
burned lumber had been placed within a 
week. The insurance is placed chiefly in 
foreign companies. Charles Watrous’ stock 
of lumber, Canada pine, valued at $200,000, is 
burned; insured, The total loss is expected 
to be $500,000, 

At first, many persons in the shops about 
the fire began to make preparations to abandon 
their abodes, but, after the firemen were well 
at work, every one, including all the lumber 
yard workmen, boatmen, and many outsid- 
ers, lent a helping band, and pile after pile of 
lumber was moved away with remarkable 
swiftness. At 11 o’clock a wide open space 
half around the fire was ‘cleared, and was 
Grunched wtih water. cg were poured 
upon ninber borde 8 open space, 
and thus the wider spread of the fire was 
made less probable. The greatest danger is 
from the burning pieces of wood carried by 
the wind. 

Fire alarms were sent out to some Will- 
famsburg companies,and later general alarms 
were sent out calling all the fire companies 
of the western division of the Brooklyn Fire 
Department to the place. In addition, three 
Blissville companies, two from Hunter’s 
Point, one from Dutch Kills, and the Jackson 
hose compauy worked at the fire. An alarm 
was sent to New York, and two fire-boats 
were sent immediately to the scene, 

Towards afternoon the Fire Departments 
obtained a mastery over the flames, and 
later very heavy showers materially assisted 
in extinguishing them. The lumber export 
company are making up their list of insur- 
ance risks preparatory to a meeting of the 
underwriters morrow. They can only 
say that all the iosses are fully covered in 
city companies, and the risks vary from 
$2,500 to $10,000 in each office. 

Watrous is absent from thecity. At the 
pilice athe qply statement is that they are fully 

nsured. Neitherof the companies can even 
approximate the estimate of the losses, as 
they do not know what remdins of the stock. 
The Export Company believe two-thirds of 
the entire lot are gone. The losses of ship- 
ping aside from canalboats will be light. 

The Tribune this morn contains the 
sproormng partecaiars of the fire at Hunter's 
Point: e water supply of Long Island 
City being insufficient_to furnish the steam- 
ers with water. ehgines were placed 
along creek and East iver, 
and were supplied with, water by 
numerous tug-boats. The steam-tug Mave- 
meyer and other tugs ured water on the 
burning lumber-piles all day. At one time 
the heat wasso intense that the firemen 
couldn’t get within 400feet of the flames. 
At Dock 4 canalboats unloading lumber, 
the schooner Northern Light, receiving a 
cargo, and the sloop Harriet, were all totally 
destroyed. The canal-boats were insured. 
The Export Company is a stock concern with 
William R. Grace as President. Mr. Web- 
ster, manager, seid there were from 
15,000,000 to 20,000,000 féet of lumber stored 
in oe [rt an approximated value of 
$500, Nearly one-half:of the lumber 
burned, making loss about $250,000. The 
jumber-yard of Reeves & Church, near by, 
was several times in peril, and only saved by 
alarge force of men carting away the lum- 
ber. It was night before (the fire was got 
under control.

‘*THE FALSE FRIEND.” 

Mr. Edgar Fawcett, poet and novelist, is 
the author of this play, the second produc- 
tion of the season by the Union Square Com- 
pany, and the piece is now running at Hav- 
erly’s, being presented, with a few excep- 
tions, by the original cast, and, so far as 
scenery and decoration go, is an exact 
reproduction of the original presenta- 
tion at the Square. Such perfect and elab- 
orate setting has rarely been seen in this city, 
even during the annual engagements of this 
celebrated company. It will compare favor- 
ably with that of * The Danicheffs” when 
produced a few years ago at Hooley’s, and 
that is saying much. The cast is 
evenly balanced, the people are thoroughly 
drilled; the result is a symmetrical pertorm- 
ance. As to the play, we may begin by 
stating that the story of “ The Faise Friend” 
cannot be said to be based upon the well- 
known ‘Tichborne case, which a few 
years ago created so much _  excite- 
ment in England. lt is impossible 
to believe, however, that the play 
would ever have been written if the im- 
postor Orton had not appeared. Several 
plays have been founded upon the same 
material, one of which we had in this city 
not long ago, entjtled “ The Two Mothers,” 
taken trom a French source and acted by the 
Boston Theatre Company. In everything 
that makes a dramatic work “The Faise 
Friend” is infinitly superior to “The Two 
Mothers.” Apart from its value as a drama, 
which value the audience has determined 
evidently in favor of itsauthor, Mr. Edgar 
Fawcett, for the critic it possesses a pecul- 
iar interest, inasmuch as the author 
evidently aimed to do semething more than 
write a play for the mere sake of writing a 
play.

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STRANGE AFFAIR. | 


A Well-Known Crooked Character 


Mysteriously Shot Through 
dt the Head. 


He Explains the Circumstance in | bo 


@ Manner Not Wholly 
Satisfactory. 


Possibility that He May Have Had Some- 
: thing to Do with the McMahon 
~ Murder, 


Early yesterday morning Officer Mathew 
Hi. McGuirk, of the Hinman Street Station, 
while riding ona Biue Island avenue car, had 
his attention called to a rough-looking 
young fellow, down whose face there 
trickled.a stream of blood, and who appeared 
to be suffering considerable pain from a 
wound in his head. The fellow gave evasive 
answers to the questions put to him, and was 
disinclined to allow the officer or any one 
else to see where and how badly he was 
hurt, But «when the officer a 
little show of authority, he cowed 
down, just as eroeked characters 
always do when they are brought face to face 
with law and authority, and he permitted the 
officer to examine his wound. It was plain- 
ly to be seen that He had been shot, but as 
the bullet had entered the head just above 
the forehead on the left side, and had emerged 
at a pointsome three inches above and behind, 
it was to be presumed that the injury was 
not serious. But as the fellow’s clothing 
and boots were covered with mud, and his 
general appearance was none to good, the 
officer concluded to arrest him. When the 
West Twelfth Street Station was reached the 
prisoner gave the name of Mc 
Mahon, aid claimed to be a stranger 
in the city, but he was readily fecognized as 
Thomas, alias “ Back” McDonough, a young 
ruffian whem the police have handled at va- 
rious times upon some charge or other. 
When told that he was known, “Buck” 
answered questions more readily and more 
civilly than he had been doing, but it was 
pPlamly to be seen that he - was 
determined to tell only a small portion of the 
truth, if any. He was then questioned close- 
ly by several officers. The summary of the 
interview is easily told. MeDonongh 
claimed that the shot was fired by two men 
whom he did not know, and whom he en- 
countered with a light buggy and horse 
while he himself was walking along the canal 
bank just beyond the city limits. The shot 
was fired, he said, from the buggy, and the 
two men drove rapidly away, chee. | un- 
doubtedly that they had killed him. He in- 
timated he was shot because he was one 
of the chief witnesses against Joe Crawford, 
who is now serving a long term at Joliet for 
the atrocious murder of Thomas Shanley, in 
the West Twelfth Street District. 

This story, plausible as it was, was not 
believed. It was thought Crawford had 
been shot while attempting some burglary 
or robbery, but later in the day a 
different phase was put upon it by 
the recovery of a horse and light business 
wagon. Officer John O'Grady, of Brighton 
Park, brought such a rig to the ring- 
Street Station, which proved to be one stolen 
the night before from T. Beck’s barn, at No. 
291 Blue Island avenue. It was well known 
that McDonough worked for -Mrs Sul- 
livan, of No. 300 Bine Island avenue, 
as a teamster, and that he slept in 
the barn, It was easily proven that he did 
sleep there that night, but that he was out all 
night. He must have been the thief, it was 
reasoned, and if so the men who shot him 
must have been his own companions. The 
pee could find no place any trace of a 

urglary or robbery in that section 
of the city, and this tended 
to strengthen their belief that McDonough’s 
life was attempted by his own associates. 
Sergt. Sheppard and Officer Nolan drove to 
the south side of the canal, near Western 
avenue, and just beyond the southwest cor- 
ner of the ay. lt was here that the 
rig was abandoned, so those in the 
vicinity say, by three men,' one of whom 
fired a shot at another, who finally escaped 
by running northeast along the canal bank, 
while the other two ran north across the 
Western avenue brid No one could be 
found who saw all of the fight. but itis a. 
certainty that the three men drove to the 
place, and that one placed a revolver 
close to another’s head and fired, and 
that the two made a desperate effort to dra 
this man into the canal for the purposé o 
pigeons him. The fight was a desperate 
one, and the victim got away only by the 
merest chance, The victim was undou ly 
McDonough. His assailanis were seen 
later scurrying along the railroad track, 
their clothing wet and muddy, and were 
finally seen boarding an open freight-train 
going out of the city. No one who saw them 
knew them. + 

There is no doubt in the minds of the po- 
licemen at work upon the case, that. Mc- 
Donough holds the secret of some great 
crime. His swearing against Joe Crawford 
gave him his reputation among thieves, 
and- he has since been compelled to work. 
But it was for this he was shot, for Craw- 
ford had no bosom companions to avenge 
his sentence. It must, therefore, have been 
for recent crime, perhaps the M on mur- 
der. Who can tell ? McDonough does not bear 
the reputation of a tattler, or “ squealer,”’ 
as itis termed, except among thieves. The 

lice have never once succeeded in ge 
1im to talk, and he was more stubborn than 
ever yesterday. He would not speak asingle 
word that would lead to an , 
steadfastly. maintained that the first 
story he was correct. Even 
when shown the powder marks 
on the straw bat he wore, snowing that the 
revolver must have been within a few inches 
of it when fired, he still maintained that the 
shot was fired from the wagon. It is going 
to prove a very difficult matter for the police 
to get at the bottom of this mysterious affair,

THE EXPOSITION. 

THE FIRST THING TO STRIKE THE EYE 
on entering the Exposition Building—the 
Knights Templar ball-room, and perhaps the 
largest structure ever devoted to dancing in 
the country—is the air of brightness which 
pervades the building, rich and beautifully- 
contrasted colorings greeting the gaze at ev- 
ery turning. Upon a closer inspection it be- 
comes apparent that there is a method in the 
display of so much color, and that each lot of 
tinting on investigation turns out to be a 
device of some kind, whose peculiar mean- 
ing may be only known to the initiated few, 
but whose grace of form and beauty can be 
appreciated by all. 

It would not be easy, when they are pres- 
ent in such great variety, to describe ali the 
devices making up the decorations which 
surround the three sides of the building, but 
"Boone terior oe ornamentation which has 
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other. 

Above the platform the front pillars are 
continued upwards in the shape of four 
crimson crosses fringed with white, from the 
tops of Which are thrown three arches of 
black and white, From the top of the cen- 
tral arch, which rises some inches above the 
others, is a large device consisting of the let- 
ter P in sky-blue and a St. Andrew’s cross in 
pure white standing upon three steps of a 
rich red tint. The same device of smaller 
size is placed across the apex of each of 
other arches. Surmounting each of the larger 
crosses is a triangular banner, the outer ones 
in blue edged with white, the inner couple 
in white edged with red, all four of them 
bearing emblematic devices, and above each 
is a small snow-white cross. A mass of 
minor adornments, of flags, qeeuteneons, 
crosses, and other emblems, are intersperse 
among the larger details, making the whole 
which reaches up to within a few inches o 
the roof of the building, a singularly hand-

PIECE OF DECORATIVE ART. 


The ornamentation of the portion of the 
building around theinterior of the entrance 
was not completed yesterday evening. but 
enough was, done to give a general idea of 
the intention of the decorators. The three 

illars between which run the pamaee from 

e main entrances were trimmed in black 
and white, as were also two pointed arches 
starting from them at a hight of ten feet 
from the floor, the apex of each of which 
was ornamented with a golden crown 
containing a red cross. Among the other 
pillars in the vicinity, festoons of black-and- 
white, of black, of white, of yellow, red, and 
of yellow-and-black were hung in profusion. 
In front of the upper gallery were hung 
three handsome paintings ; that to the right 
representing the Christian Emperor Constan- 
tine, while each of the other two had for its 
subject a scene in Palestine with a mounted 
Knight Templar scouring the sacred plains. 
A space Was left fora fourth painting, which 
will be put in place ay. ° 

The general design for the ornamentation 
of the gallery running round the building is 
as follows: The lery front is draped 
with a bright red cloth, fringed with black 
and white. Across this cloth, as a back- 

round, at the distance of the building-pil- 
ars, hang double festoons in white and 
black, which inclosein their centres alter- 
nate black and whitecrosses. Green festoons, 
caught at the gallery-top between the arches 
with yellow hoops, hang from centre to cen- 
tre of the building pillars. Between each of 
the festeons previously mentioned is placed 
an escutcliéon bearing some motto or device 
of the Order, and above it stands a triangular 
banner surmounted by across and flanked 
by two black-and-while flags. From the back 
of the gallery hang festoons of white and 
green, and beneath each of the escutcheons 
before mentioned a banner. This descrip- 
tion merely gives anidea of the manner of 
arrangement of the gallery decorations; and 
when it iss known that there are over 
eighty pillars. around the building, 
and that opposit each of these 
is a combination of devices utterly different 
from all the other éombinations, an idea can 
be gleaned of how handsome will be the ef- 
fect produced upon the general admiring 
public, _ and of how very interesting the 
various devices will prove to those who are 
acquainted with their mysterious meaning. 
The sides of the building which are thus or- 
namented are the east, south and west; the 
north side will contain the chef d’a@uvre of 
the decorators. 

There is being erected here a Masonie tem- 
ple, which will not only present a beautiful 
and unique appearance, but will also serve 
to hide from view the various pagodas and 
other structures in which the exhibitors 
make their annual display of goods to the 
pre of the great Exposition. These 
yave been all bunched together in the north 
end of the building, and in front of them the 
carpenters are busily engaged in erecting, 
with plank and canvas, a representation of a 
medieval castle, the appearance of which, 
judging from what they had accomplished 
yesterday afternoon, cannot fail to be 
quite imposing. The entire length of 
the temple = be eighty-seven feet, 
and its size will be greatly enhanced by the 
surroundings, which will be very realistic, 
comprising a real lawn, with walks, shrub- 
bery, grass, and other pleasant appurte- 
nances of a well-kept castle in the days of 
Coeur de Leon. A peculiarity of the temple 
which will at once arrest the attention of the 
observer will be the fact that while half of 
it will be a representation of a ruin, the 
other half will be a model of a building: in 
good repair. Theruined portion of the temple 
will stand to the left of the spectator, and 
will consist of a broken round tower, some 
twenty-nine feet in hight and twelve feet 
across. Running from this to the right will 
be a ruined wall five feet high and eight feet 
long, surrounded with battlements and 
flanked on the right by a flying tower. Then 
will come a gateway six feet in width, be- 

frond which will be a recess of eigiiteen 

nches, Immediately to the right of this will 
begin the solid structure, whose leading 
feature will be a tall and stately tower 
fifty feet in hight and six feet across. 
Ata distance of thirty-five feet from the 
grand battlements, four feet in hight, wiil 
jut out from the tower and above it a turret 
rising to the hight of eleven feet above the 
main tower’s summit. A recess of five feet 
will extend behind the tower, to the right of 
which will stand twenty feet of battlemented 
wall, the right extremity of the temple end- 
ing inabay atan ‘angle of 45 degrees, the 
faces being respectively nine, eleven, and 
nine feet in width, with a returning square 
angle of three feet. The bay will be twenty- 
six feet in hight, and a battlement six feet in 
hight will surmount it. 

BUT VERY LITTLE WORK 

has been done as yet on the castle, but that 
little makes it seem certain that, when fin- 
ished, it will be a sight well worthy of both 
admiration and study. When the crowd is 
admiring iton Tuesday evening a genuine 
surprise will be in store for them, as it has 
been arranged to have a detacliment of Sir 
Knights make a sudden sally through the 
raised porteullis, when it is expected that 
their unlooked-for appearance will create a 
genuine sensation. 

his is as far as the decorators have gone 
in preparing the Exposition Building for the 
grand soirée dansante et musicale which is 
to come off on the evening of Tuesday, the 
17th inst. The Kxposition managers have 
done a good deal in the way of improving 
the appearance of their building, and the new 
floor which they haye laid over two-thirds of 
its surface will prove an excellent one for 
dancing.

THH ASYLUM. 

QUARTERS FOR THE GRAND COMMANDERY. 

The cruciform Asylum built for the ac- 
commodation of the Grand Commandery in 
the Lake Park, on the line of Van Buren 
street, is now completed, and, even in its 
rough state, presents a very handsome 
appearance. The. work of decorating the 
interior, begun yesterday, progressed far 
enough to give a faint idea of what it will 
look like when finished. The building con- 
sists of two gothic-arched structures cross- 
ing one another at right angles,’ the 
result being quite ecclesiastical in its appear- 
ance; an effect which is hightened by-the 
sixteen gothic windows with which the walls 
of the structure are pierced. In the interior 
of the building the trusses supporting the 
roof have been dressed with alternate black 
and white, while the arches have been trim- 
med with green. A large Maltese cross has 
also been placed upon the centre of each 
truss, from the centre to the end of each of 
which depends a black and white festoon. It 
is expected that the decoration of the interior 
of the building will be finished by this even- 


ing. 

The work of raising the tents for the Grand 
Encampment upon the Lake Park was begun 
yesterday under the superintendence of 
Capt. W. H. Crawford. It is expected that 
between 1,300 and 1,400 will be erected during 
the week, and of these 150 were put in place 
yesterday. The tents are the regular 12x12 
feet hospital tents, which, in time of war, 
used to accommodate twenty men each, but, 
inasmuch as the average Knight Templar is 
a much more comfortably-bodied person than 
the average fighting soldier, and as there is 
no such necessity for crowding as existed in 
the days anterior to Appomattox, the visitors 
will probably take more room to themselves 
and fifteen to a tent will probably be about 
the average. The tents, which are all new, 
have been very carefully raised, and, no mat- 
ter what sort of weather rules outside, there 
is no doubt that their occupants will be cozy 
and dry inside. The sight a may by the 
seventy odd men employed in raising the 
tents was a very gay one, and throngs of peo- 
ple were on band to enjoy the novelty of the 
scene. Capt. Crawford was fully satisfied 
with the result of yesterday’s operations, but 
he believes that by this ee 400 tents will 
be raised, when some idea will be gained of 
ths size and picturesque appearance of the 
encampment when all of its canvas dwellings 
are standing and the gayly-uniformed Knights 
are moving about among the green streets of 
their snow-white city.

Persistent Efforts to Collect an 
Alleged Bogus “ Wine”

Another Country Justice Who Is Not 
Learned in the Law. 


The developments recently made by THE 
TRIBUNE in régard to the Trask gang and 
the disreputable shysters, Justices, Consta- 
bles, and minor parasites who hang around 
them, have led to the exposure of other 
crimes practiced under the color of law 
through our too ready Justices of the Peace, 
many of whom have no idea of law and n 
respect for personal rights.

Russell, who was elected Police Magis- 
trate of the Village of Wilmette, and who is 
by courtesy of the statutes allowed to have 
jurisdiction in civil cases as a Justice of the 
Peace. To begin with, the firm known as 
Cornell & Spencer, collection agents, have an 
office at Room 10, 166 Randolph street, corner 
of LaSalle.

in Wilmette. In their office, also, is an at- 
torney-at-law of the name of Stewart, his 
Christian name being Edward L. He does 
the legal business, while the “collectors ” do

A female named Genevieve Boyington once 
kept a “ ladies’ boarding-house” at No.. 52 
Eldridge court, which young Oppenheim, 
“the banker,” purchased one night with 
borrowed money in order to start Ida Liv- 
ingstone in business, after which she allowed 
him to goto jail and gave him avery cold 
shoulder. The Boyington woman sojourns 
inthe Paris of America, on the Ohio.. She 
left alegacyin the shape of some alleged 
wine bills contracted by gentlemen visitors, 
which, it is further alleged, she placed in the 
hands of Cornell & Spencer for collection. 

It is charged that these bills are 

CREATIONS OF FANCY, 
and that they were made out by some: one 
purely for purposes of extortion. Some to 
whom notice was sent paid the bills rather 
than be exposed, as was threatened by the 
crowd; but there are others who would not 
submit, and who will fight, and who threat- 
en to land the whole crowd in the Peniten- 
tiary if itis possible.

Frankly, | would say that I think the Directory 
man made a mistake, and should have put it

My instructions are to collect them at once 
and not allow the parties to put the matter off 
longer, as they are all from one to four years 
old, and have been presented, and in no case de- 
nied, but simply delayed.

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LET HIM STAY IN. 


The Good People of Stark County, Ili- 
mois, Desire that the Convicted Per- 
jurer, Joe Pettit, Should Senve Out His 
Term at Joliet—A Petition for His Par- 
don Circulating. 

To the Editer of The Ohicago Tribune. 

Tovton, Ill., Aug, 9&—Within the past year 
considerable interest has been felt by the 
people of Stark County in a complicated case 
Gisposed of at the last term of the Circuit 
Conrt held at Toulon. an attempt has 
been made of late to practically annul the 
decision of two juries in this case and render 
of no effect the law relating to perjury, it 
seems proper to make known to the people 
the facts in their true light. 

Mr. Sylvester Pettit was a young mer- 
chant of Castieton in this county. In No- 
vember, 1878, he was married to the only 
daughter of one of the most respectable 
farmers.of Stark County, and the wedding 
was considered guite a grand.-affair. 

They had not returned from their wed- 
ing-tour when Pettit aecused his bride of 
improper intimacy with the young men of 

place, and even accused her of such in- 
timacy with her own father before their 
marriage. She resented this accusation in 
such a spirited manner as to cause Pettit to 
owe that there was no ground for the accu- 
sation. 

They commenced married life at Castle- 
ton, but the jealousy se soon manifested in 
Pettit’s character continued to influence him, 
and he still held in his own mind that his 
young and aapemenenns wife was unfaith- 

ul, and his suspicion rested not on strangers, 
but her own father. 

On March 14, 1879, the father was expected 
to arrive at Castleton on the ev ening train, 
and it was natural thathe should call upon 


his daughter. Pettit absented himself from 
home that evening, sta that he would not 
be home till late a hight. rs. P, was thus left 


alone ull ber father came. Pettit secreted him- 
self to watch, and about 9 o'clock rushed into 
the house uttering an accusation agelo® his 
wife and her father of criminal! intimacy. What 
follawed it is not peceseary to state; su we it to 
say Pettit retracted his charge that same even- 

, and the father remained all night. 

ettit, however, reported what be claimed to 

bave seen, in cousequence of which his wife le ft 
him and returped to her father’s house. She 
then suea fura divorcee, and @ father com- 
meoced suit against Pettit for slander. 

Pettit then presented the case to the Grand 
Jury. It became vecessary for him to bring 
some evidence besides his own, and he brought 
forward bia brother Joe, an intemperate rellow, 
considered upreliable by those who knew him, 
who testiied that in January, 1270, he had se- 
creted himself under a porch until Mrs. Pettit’s 
father entered the house, aud then be crawled 
out and witnessed their criminal intercourse in 
broad light. 

Upen the evidence of Sylvester and Joe Pettit, 
Mra. Pettit's father was indicted and tried at 
Toulon at the September, ]879, term ef the Cir- 
ouit Court for ineest. Gréat interest was felt in

Sylvester Pettit was not indicted, and I have 
been informed by ove of the attorneys in the 
ease forthe reason that his wife was not per- 
mitted by law to testify against him, the law re- 
quiring two witnesses to prove the falsity of ev- 
idence, 

Joe was defended by two of our ablest lawyers 
but was convicted on the first indictment, and 
seutenced to the Penitentiary for one year. Tae 
second indictment was continued. The jury in 
this tria] brought in a verdict of * guilty” on 
the first ballot, and stated that they gave the 
shortest term because oer considered him less 
guilty than bis brother Sylvester, and a tool in 
his hands.

Joe Pettit is in State's Prison, ot coutse, where 
he is obliged to be sober and industrious. 

The foregoing facts were brought out in the 
trials mentioned, and the populur verdict was 
very decided in favor of the result. It seems 
strange that a petition for the pardor. of a crim- 
inal should gain signers where the people with 
one accord brought a verdict of guilty, in com- 
mon with the jury; yeta petition has been cir- 
culated in Stark County to be presented to Gov. 
Culiom requesting the pardon of Joe Pettit, and 
600 or 600 names have been allixed. 

Joe Pettit’s father and a few friends circulate 
this petition, which states that there are grave 
doubts of bis guilt, and be therefote should be 

~eapee ye Not one of the signers know any- 

hing of the case persoually; all they know is 
what the trial revealed, yet they presume to set 
aside the decision of two juries at two different 
terms of court. These juries, after hearing all 
the evidence in the case, unanimously agreed 
that there was no doubt of bis guilt. Now, were 
these men who gaton the jury and weighed ai! 
the evidence and heard all the argu- 
ments ~ both sides incompetent to 
decide case? Were they not 
better pre ~— OR. decide than any number of 
men who did not hear the evidence? How are 
we to enforve law and maintain orderif we do 
not sustain the action of the Courts, but set 
aside their decisions by bogus petitions, gotten 
up in the interest of relatives of the condemned? 
It has been proven that almost any petition will 
be signed by numbers simply to P _— the pre- 
senter, and often without readi 

It is safe to say that pot more t - one in fifty 


of the siners of the above-mentioned etitoe 
read it at all. They were told that Joe was 
sick; that bis life was in danger; that bis 


motber was neariy insane over his imprison- 
ment, which svideutiy was gotten up for effect, 


as they br no certificate from the prison 
surgeon; neither are such statcments found in 
the petition. 


The result is, a large number of people have 
ailixed their signatures to a libel on two juries, 
and not one of them probably intended it. 

Some of our leading citizens refused to sign 
it, and it would be well if ali would take the 
view that a promgent citizen of this place did 
when he said: “ Tue jury that decided the case 
knew more about it than I do, and I will not in- 
terfere with their decision." 

Would not the signers of the petition mostly 
agree that he is right inesucha stand? Itisa 
stand tor law, for punishment of crime, for 
protection from withering faisehood and attack 
upon virtue, [tis encouragement to juries to 
render just decisiens, while the siguing of such 
a petition cannot fail to have a damaging effect 
and encourage lawlesness. 

ain, a petition stating that there are grave 
adebes ¢ of guilt has been signed by a large num- 
ber of persons who believe that there is not a 
doubt of guiltin the case, and all because by 
certain representations people can be induced to 
sign what they do not read. 

The writer has known povidone a! both sides 
of a question to be signed largely by the same 
persons, and there is no doubt that if a counter- 
pee should be circulated in this case, many, 

ot a majority, of those who have signed this 
one could be induced to sign the counter- 
tition, and sustain the action of the jury. |! is 
not meant to advance the idea that people are 
not competent, but that they are led by the ap- 
peal to sympathy and by representations of the 
persons inte

DISSOLVED. 

The dark-hued population of Chicago were 
out in tull force yesterday afternoon in Judge 
Moran’s court-room to enjoy a dry motion to 
dissolve aninjunction. Last Saturday a bill was 
filed in the Circuit Court by a lodge of colored 
Masons, groaning ander the terribie name of 
the Grand Consistory of Sublime Princes of the 
Royal Secret, Thirty-second Degree of the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite,and was 
for the purpose of preventing William L. Dut- 
ton and others from conferring the Consistory 
degrees on the colored population of Illinois. 
The complainants alleged that the Grand Lodge 
had conferred sole power on them to confer 
these degrees, and that the defendants were in- 
terfering with a very valuable privi- 
lege. A temporary injunction was grant- 
ed when the bill was I and 
yesterday a motion was made to dissolve it. It 
appeared on the argument that the defendants 
constituted the Grand Lodge themselves, The 
Judge held that the complainants were & purely 
voluntary association, and that it had been ex- 
pressly held by the Supreme Court that courts 
could not interfere one way or another in such 
cases. The action of defendants micbt be the 
basis of an action for damages, but if so, on this 
ground also a court of equity could not act, and 
the remedy, if any, was atiaw. The injunction 
would therefore be dissolved. This seemed to 
be rather disappointing to the majority of those 

resent, and the Sublime Princes filed sadly out,

HABEAS-CORPUS CASES. 

Yesterday Judge Moran had the heaviest field 
day in habeas-corpus cases that any Judge ever 
enjoyed in Cook Coynty, and the writ of mght 
was called into requisition in not less than seven 
cases. Three cases had been set before him to 
start with, and four new ones were begun. The 
first and most important case was that of Ann 
Sullivan, who was arrested last week on a charge 
of killing an unknown man at No. 119 South 
Canal street.

The man gave a groan, and in a 
few minutes crawled up towards the side of the 
saloon. He afterwards saw the same man dead 
at the Morgue. Hewas positive that the beer

The 
man bad one boot on, and Mrs. Sullivan got his 
other boot from the saloon and his hat, and 
threw.them after him. Witness was up-stairs at 
her house and saw the occurrence from her win- 
dow. 

Joel Isaacs,of No. 13 Archer avenue, was passing 
Sullivan's saloon a week ago, when she saw Mrs. 
Sullivan dragging a man from the saloon. Next 
heard a thud, and turning, saw a beer keg roll 
off the man. 

Jennie Cale, of No. 124 West Washington, was 
at Miss Kelly’s and saw the beer keg thrown at 
the man by Mrs. Sullivan. When she threw the 
keg she said, ** There, take that.”’ 

The case was then adjourned to2 o'clock for 
the purpose of getting some delinquent wit- 
nesses. In the afternoon Officer Johnson was 
put on the stand and testified to seeing the de- 
ceased gt the saloon, where he seemed very 
drunk, and when he was taken to the station he 
was too drunk to give his name. 

Officer Burns testified that he took deceased 
to the station, and the latter showed but little 
more difficulty in walking than any intoxicated 
man. He was, however, teo drun 
name when he got to the station, and was sent 
below. The further hearing was then postponed 
to this morning at 9 o'clock, on account of the 
absence of some witnesses, incheding the County 
Physician. 

The habeas case of John Love was then taken 
up. The petition was also filed by Lizzie Ben- 
nett on behalf of William Love, and she stated 
that Love has been imprisoned the past week by 
Superintendent O'Donnell on a charge of being 
implicated in,.the McMahon murder. She 
thought there was no good ground to warrant 
his detention, and aaked to have him released. 
After alittle conference between the counsel 
and the vanes, it was agreed that Love should 
be discharged. 

Another petition was filed by Abraham Porter, 
at present under arrest on a charge of robbery, 
preferred by Mrs. North. The man he is accused 
of robbing is not known, and he thinks the 
charge is so lacking in solidity that he ought not 
to be held any longer, especially as one Grand 
Jury has already been impaneled and discharged 
since his arrest without taking up his case. 

The next applicant was Waliace Nye, who 
claims he does not know what he has been ar- 
rested for, and naturally wants to be released. 

The.last petition was tiled by John Ryan, ar- 
rested in Evanston on a charge of being drunk, 
and fined $75 and costs. In default of payment 
be was sent to jail for forty days. The poor fel- 
low has served out half his time, but the Judge 
ordered him sent back to serve out the remain- 
der. The charge was that the warrants were 
defective, so that the imprisonment was illegal. 
This seems to be a specially hard case, as Ryan 
does not appear to be a hard citizen, and has a 
family who are dependent on bim and suffering 
by his imprisonment.

The Former and the United States 
Dividing the Territorial 
Business. ,

Interviews with the Express 
Managers in This City. 


The announcement in yesterday’s TRIBUNE 
that a serious war had broken out between 
Jay Gould’s Pacific Express Company and 
the American Express Company, which was 
likely to cause serious complications among 
the Iowa pool lines, created considerable 
constemation in railroad circles. The fact 
that such a war had really broken out did not 
transpire until late Monday afternoon, when 
the Northwestern and Burlington. Roads 
were informed by the American Express 
Company that it could no longer take busi- 
ness over their lines for points on the 
Union Pacific Railroad, as the Pacific 
Express Company, which had exclusive 
control of the Union Pacific’s and the Wa- 
bash’s express business, had issued orders to 
its agents to neither receive nor pay charges 
on business offered them by the American 
Express Company destined to a point that 
can only be reached by the Pacific Express 
Company. This information took the man- 
agers of the Northwestern and Burlington 
completely by surprise, as they had no pre- 
vious intimation of such conflict. As their 
express traffic was exclusively done by the 
American Express Company, the action of the 
Pacific Express shut them out entirely from 
such business to points beyond Council Bluffs. 
The fight between the Pacific Express Com- 
pany and the other express companies dates 
from the time that Gould organized the for- 
mer, a year or so ago, to do the express busi- 
ness of the Wabash, Union Pacific, and other 
lines controlled by him, and the conflict has 
been carried on ever since between those 
lines; but it-did not extend to Chicago, be 
cause the Pacific Express had no line to this 
city. The opening of the Wabash to this city 
Monday gave the needed connection to the 
Pacific Express, and the fight was at once in- 
augurated by the issuance of the orders 
above referred to. Heretofore the business 
to Council Bluffs from this city was 
done by the United. States Express 
and the American Express, the for- 
mer running over the Rock Island 
and the latter over the Northwestern and 
Burlington. The receipts from the express 
business did not gointo the lowa pool, but 
there was an arrangement between the three 
lines that the United States Express should 
carry 40 per cent of the Pacific business, and 
the American Express 60 per cent, which 
amounted to the same thing asa pool. This 
arrangement gave the Rock Island 40 per 
cent of the express business and the Burling- 
ton and Northwestern 30 per cent each. The 
opening of the Wabash to this city would of 
course have made a rearrangement neces- 
sary, as the Pacific Express would naturally 
demand a share of the business over 
the Wabash. It was believed by the lowa 
pool lines- that an amicable arrangement 
could be effected until the appearance 
of the Pacific Express Company’s eircular. 
The circular was not only directed against 
the American Express Company but also 
against the United States Express Company. 
lt created surprise that the Pacific Express 
Company should thus boldly come out 
against both these powerful corporations and 
inaugurate a war with the three Iowa lines. 
It also looked strange that the order was 
being enforced against the American Express 
Company only, and {mot against the United 
States Express Company. 

THE MYSTERY WAS EXPLAINED 
yesterday morning when it transpired that 
the United States Express Company and 
tke Pacific Express Cempany had pooled 
their issues and were eer fighting 
the American Express. The acific 
Express has established its headquarters in 
the office of the United States Express. All 
the Pacific business is divided between these 
two Companies, the Pacific taking it for 
twelve hours and the United States for 
twelve hours alternately. This forces all 
the express business for nents beyond Coun- 
cil Bluffs over the Wabash and Rock Island 
Roads, in both of which Gould is said to have 
a large interest, Itis therefore not surpris- 
ing that the charge is ey made _ that 
this war has been brought on by Gould to 
open an issue with the Northwestern and 
Burlington, and fears are expressed that he 
soon will extend the fight to all classes 
of business, and force everything that 
goes to the Pacific Coast over 
the Wabash and Rock Island.

The Ameriean Express Company 
has excluded the United States Express Com- 
pany from participation in its business be- 
tween. points on its 1,000 miles of 
lines in Nebraska and Chicago, not 
permitting the latter Company to 
carry from Chicago the Missouri 
River for those points, The Pacific Express 
Company has been excluded also on busi- 
ness from St. Louis for American Express 
oe west and north of Omaha, and both 
ompanies have been excluded from terri- 
tory controlled by the United States Express 
Company. In short, it is the established Ex- 
press law that ‘We will carry the entire dis- 
tance where we can,’ and refuse business 
from companies carried in violation of this 
principle. The Pacific Express Company 
will not hereafter receive business from 
other express companies originating at 
Chicago or Toledo, their Eastern termini 
but from any point or points not 
reached by them there is no prohibition 
whatever, and the other companies can and 
probably will carry to the junction nearest to 
destination. There is no outra invasion, 
or war in the notice given by the Pacific Ex- 
pooms Company. Neither is there an advance 
n charges or any reduction in facilities, but 
on the contrary an increase to extent of 
one more line and train.

The Abuses of Appeals. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CHICAGO, Aug. 10.—Several forcible editorials 
have recently appeared in THe Tripunye in re- 
gard to the distress-warrant practice at present 
in Vogue in fllinois; and also the abominable 
practice of compelling defendants to answer 
Justices’ summons at reniote points in the 
county. With the conclusions therein arrived 
at by Tur Tripune I have no fault to find. I 
merely wish in the interest of the landlord class 
to point out another evil as great and as need- 
less as those set forth by your article, 

The matter to which I wish to direct THe 
TRIBUNE'S and the pubiic’s attention is the sys- 
tem of appeals in forcible entry and detainer 
suits. Of the beauties of our system the writer 
had recently the following instance: A certain 
party bad purchased a valuable lot and was de+ 
sirous Of buildiugy upon it immediately. The 
premises had been occupied by several smail 
woeden buildings which were cecupied by sev- 
eral tenants., At the time of the sale, the owner, 
who had agreed todeliver clear of possession, ar- 
ranged with these tenants to vacate. One of 
them held a written lease, and after much bar- 
gaining he finally gave up his lease and agreed 
n writing to vacate by a certain date, and for 
this he was paid $100. ; 

The sale was then made and the purchaser 
went to take posession, when tbe tenant refused 
to vacate as agreed, repudiated his agreement, 


and coolly said: “Sue me out or buy me out.” - 


The vendor was bound to give possession. What 
could he do? He began a forcible detainer suit 
againsi the tenant, and, there being no defeuse, 
in ive days got bis judgment. Then the teviint 
came ip and a aled, and produced a writ of 
supereedeus by which the sovereign people of 
Diisnois commanded al! proctedings to eject this 
most abused tenant to cease,—until whear Way, 
until @ year or so when the Circuit Court reached 
this appeal, and dismissed it. 

Of course this would do the owner and vendor 
no earthly good to get empty possession afcor 
the sale was defeated and he rhaps sued tor 
his failure to complote. So be sat down snd 
counted the cost, and found that it would come 
to about $50 to eject the tenant by force, us his 
lease authorized. He thercfere went and offered 
bis unfortuante tenant 80 and costs to move,— 
which terms he should have made at first.—and 
the man then vacated. 

Now, this isan example of whet fs going on 
every day, and what will goon solong as our 
present infamous statute allowing au appeal to 
deprive the landlord of his possession remains 
in foree. Some years ago the Legislature passed 
a law allowing the landiord, on giving bords to 

y ges, to take pussession notwithstand- 

an appeal, but forsome inscrutable reason 
this law wns repealed at the last session. Lt is 
this condition of the law that drives people bere
